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PREFACE 


^HE  Design  of  this  Work  has  been  to  place  together  all  the 
Statutes  relating  to  the  Criminal  Law  of  Enolakd,  the 
Offisnces  mentioned  in  which  are  determinable  in  Courts  of 
Record,  and  punishable  there  corporally  or  otherwise;  so 
arranged  as  to  shew  the  Present  State  of  those  Laws,  the 
several  Acts  creatii^,  continuing,  reviving,  making  perpetual, 
or  repealing  the  same,  and  how  far  they  bear  upon,  and  are 
affected  by,  each  other :  In  so  doing,  the  enacting  parts  have 
been  introduced  at  lengthy  but  such  formal  clauses  as  it  was 
thought  might  be  abridged  without  impairing  the  general  view 
of  the  subject,  have  been  inserted  in  that  shape. 

All  the  Statutes  relating  to  Arson  ;  to  the  different  species, 
of  Felonious  and  other  Assaults;  the  Bank  of  ENOLANn,  and 
other  Public  Companies,  Bankers,  and  Public  Funds; 
die  Offences  contained  in  the  Black  Act  ;  the  Acts  relating 
to  Bullion  and  Plate  ;  the  safe  Custody  of  Napoleon 
Buonaparte,  Burglary^  Cattle,  the  Benefit  of  Clergy, 
Coin,  Coroners,  Expences  of  Prosecutors  and  Wii> 
HE88S8  in  Criminal  Cases,  Extortion,  Fish,  Fisheries, 
and  Fish  Ponds,  Forcible  Entry  and  Detainer,  Game, 
Gaming,  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  and  the  Powers  of  Judges 
to  grant  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus  ;  all  the  Statutes  relating 
to  the  different  Species  of  Homicide  ;  the  cutting  Hopbinds  ; 
to  Hue  and  Cry,  and  the  Trial  and  Custody  of  Insane 
Offenders,  wiD  be  found  classed  under  those  Heads :  so  also 
the  Statutes  relating  to  Forgery,  (with  the  exception  of  the 
Temporary  Loan  and  Revenue  Acts,  of  which  only  a  few 
of  the  different  clauses  have  been  selected,  to  shew  the  nature 
of  the  Forgeries  thereby  intended  to  be  guarded  against,) 
hare  been  classed  and  aiTanged  under  the  appropriate  heads 
and  subdivisions  of  that  Title :  as  have  also  the  several  spe^ 
cies  and  d^ees  of  Larceny  and  Robbery  under  the  latter 
'Rde,  by  consulting  which  it  will  be  perceived  what  a  multipli- 
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city  of  Enactments  have  taken  place  and  are  still  in  force  on 
the  subject  alone  of  Robbery  from  the  Person  (1),  (which  is  the 
case  also  in  numerous  instances  on  other  subjects),  nearly  the 
whole  effect  of  which  are  contained  in  the  few  general  words 
made  use  of  in  the  Statute  S,  4  W.  &  M.  c.  9.  s.  1,  (2)  Under 
the  Title  East  India  Company  will  be  found  all  the  Statutes 
enabling  the  Ck>urt  of  King's  Bench  in  England  to  hear  and  de- 
termine offences  committed  in  the  East  India  Settlements. 

By  the  perusal  of  this  Collection  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  ^ 
many  different  Statutes  have  been  passed  on  the  same  subject^ 
containing  descriptions  of  Offences  very  similar  in  their  natures, 
but  inflicting  very  dissimilar  punishments ;  for  instance,  by  the 
Statute  10  G.  2.  c.  32.  s.  6.  maliciously  to  set  onjire  any  Mine^ 
Pit,  or  Delph  of  Coal,  is  b.  capital  felony,^  whilst  only  three  years 
afterwards  the  Legislature  declare  (by  the  Statute  IS  G.  2, 
c.  21.(3)  that  persons  wilfully  diverting  iDater  into  any  Coal 
Work,  Mine,  &c.  with  design  to  destroy  tlie  same,  shall  pay 
Treble  Damages^  and  full  Costs  to  the  Party  grieved!  So  again, 
by  the  Statute  22  Car.  2.  c.  5.  s.  3.  Offenders  cutting  and  stealing 
Cloth^  or  other  Woollen  Manufactures  from  the  Rack  or  Tenter 
in  the  night  time  are  ousted  of  Clergy  (4),  whilst  the  Statute 
15  G.  2.  c.  27.  enables  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  punish  the 
Party  in  whose  possession  such  goods  (which  have  been  stolen 
from  the  Rack  or  Tenter  in  the  night  time)  shall  be  found,  sum- 
marily (for  the  first  and  second  offences)  by  convicting  them  (5) 
in  the  treble  value  of  the  goods,  to  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale 
of  the  goods  of  the  Offender,  and  in  default  thereof  commit- 
ment for  a  certain  period ;  and  the  third  ofience  is  made  a  trans- 
portable Felony. 

In  some  instances,  Statutes  made  on  the  same  subject,  which, 

upon  a  cursory  view,  appear  to  be  precisely  similar  in  their  pro- 
yisions,  will,  upon  close  inspection,  be  found  to  vary  from  each 

otherinafew  wordsonly,and  where  this  occurs  the  several  Statutes.

Tie  Severity  of  our  Penal  Laws  has  been  deprecated  by  the 
most  eminent  Writers  on  the  subject  in  thb  and  other  Countries  j 
and  a  proposal  to  reduce  the  Bulk  of  the  Statute  Law  in  general 
has  at  di£ferent  periods  been  recommended  to  Parliament  from 
the  Throne  itself.  Perh^s,  as  relates  to  the  Criminal  Law^  or  at 
least  such  parts  of  it  as  punish  many  offences  with  Death,  the 
task  of  weeding  the  Statute  Book  of  obsolete  Acts,  or  such 
whereupon  the  Capital  Judgment  is  rarely  executed,  and  after- 
wards Digesting  (2)  the  whole  Criminal  Statute  Law  into  <Hie 
Code,  might  not  prove  either  a  very  difficult  or  laborious  task; 
espedally  since  the  Legislature  has  all'eady  taken  steps  towards 
the  attainment  of  one  of  those  most  desirable  ends,  by  appointing 
a  Committee  to  examine  and  report-  upon  the  practicability 
and  policy  of  one  part  of  such  an  undertaking.  The  Compiler 
of  this  Work,  firom  motives  of  respect  to  the  known  Talents  of 
the  Members  of  that  Committee,  defers  at  present  offering  nume- 
rous observations  connected  with  this  subject,  and  will  only  add 
a  few  remarks  on  the  state  of  one  put  of  the  many  Statutes  which'^ 
have  come  under  his  review  in  preparing  this  Digest. 

The  Black  Act  (8),  (as  it  is  usuidly  termed)  may  be  mentioned 

as  a  strong  instance  among  others,  of  the  Existence  of  a  Sta- 
tute punishing  with  Death  many  Offences,  beibre  that  time 
notbdng  Felony,  the  provisions  contained  in  which  have,  geni^ 
rally  speaking,  become  obsolete,  the  reasons  for  which  they  were 
so  made  having  long  ceased  to  exist  (4),  and  many  parts  of

The  offence  of  knowingly  sending  any  Letter,  with  or  without 
imy  name  subscribed  thereto,  or  signed  with  a  fictitious  name, 
demanding  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  having  also  been 
created  a  capital  Felony  by  the  above  named  Statute  (9  G.  1. 
c.  22.),  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  repeal  that  Act 
it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  how  &r  it  is  affected  by  subsequent 
Statutes  on  the  same  subject,  namely,  27  G.  2.  c.  15.  and  SO  G.  2. 
c.  24.  8. 1.  (2)  Of  a  similar  nature  to  the  last  mentioned 
offences  is  that  of  sending  Threatening  Letters  to  Master  Wool- 
combers,  &c.  or  other  Person  coidceraed  in  the  Woollen  Manu- 
factures, for  which  see  the  Stat.  12  G.  1.  c.  34*,  s.  6. 

The  Statute  22,  2S  Car.  2.  c.  1.  generally  denominated  as  the 
Coventry  Act,  (which  it  is  obvious  from  the  similar  penning  of  the 
two  Acts  was  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Statute  4S  G.  3. 
c.  58.)  appears  to  be  rendered  nearly  obsolete,  if  it  be  not  entirely 
repealed,  by  the  efiect  of  the  latter  Statute. 

Ntunerous  as  are  the  Provisions  of  our  Criminal  Statute  Laws, 
yet,  on  a  general  Revision  of  them,  it  might  be  foimd  desirable 
not  only  to  soften  down  the  rigour  of  some  of  them  (3),  but  to  add 
other  further  regulations  for  punishing  Offences  which  those  Laws 
do  not  yet  take  cognizance  of;  one  such  instance,  in  particular, 
may  be  here  noticed,  as  being  almost  of  daily  occurrence,  without 
there  being  any  remedy  provided  to  stop  the  crime ;  by  the  Statute

what  shall  be  deemed  the  tortious  and  felonious  taking  of  goods, 
and  what  a  fraudulent  obtaining  of  them. 

In  the  formation  of  this  Work  the  Compiler  has  bestowed 
much  pains  and  time  ;  of  its  accuracy,  utility,  or  other  merits, 
those  conversant  with  the  subjects  here  treated  of  will  be 
the  best  and  most  impartial  judges ;  and  by  such  the  difficulty 
of  the  undertaking  will  be  duly  appreciated,  and  its  defects 
excused.  The  Work  was  originally  commenced,  and  has,  as 
&r  as  this  First  Part  goes,  been  completed,  under  circum-^ 
stances  of  peculiar  disadvantage  to  the  Compiler,  arising  in  a 
quarter  from  whence,  independent  of  natural  ties,  impediments 
to  his  welfare  such  as  have  taken  place  were  equally  unlooked 
for  and  undeserved. 

It  now  only  remains  to  state,  that  in  the  next  and  concluding 
Part  of  the  Work  (which  will  be  published  by  the  latter  end  of 
next  month)  will  be  contained  all  the  Statutes  relating  to  such 
ofiences  as  more  immediately  come  under  the  designation  of 
Malicious  Mischiefs  ;  those  relating  to  MANUFAcruBEg, 
Mayhbm,  Mines,  Navy,  Personating,  Piracy,  Receiving 
Stolen  Goods,  Religion,  The  Revenues  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  Rewards,  Rivers,  Ships,  Threatening  Letters, 
Timber^  Transportation  and  other  Judgment  against  Felons, 
Treason,  Woods,  and  many  other  Offences,  too  numerous  to 
be  here  particularized.

20.  no  Goldsmith  shall  make  any        ^  i, 
Vessd,  jewel,  or  any  other  thing  of  gold  pr  silver,  except  it  be  of  T^  Stendard  ct 
good  and  true  allay ;  viz.  gold  not  worse  than  the  touch  of  Paris,  wamT 
aixl  silver  of  sterling  allay  or  of  better;  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  assayed  by  the  Wardens  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Company,  and 
marked  with  the  Leopard's  head,  and  any  such  made  otherwise  • 
shall  be  seised;  and  if  he  be  attainted  of  the  fiict,  he  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment,  and  ransom  at  the  King^s  pleasure.

ill  every  pound  Troy,  or  of  silver  less  in  fineness  than  eleven 
ounces  two  pennyweight  of  fine  silver  in  every  pound  Troy^ 
which  two  difierent  standards  of  Wrought  Plate  shall  be  severally 
and  respectively  marked  with  distinguishing  marks,  that  is  to 
say,  vessels  made  of  Silver  Plate  or  manu&ctured  silver,  not  less 
in  fineness  than  eleven  ounces  ten  pennjrweight  of  fine  silver 
in  every  pound  Troy,  to  be  marked  with  the  workman's  mark^ 
the  mark  of  the  Wardens  of  the  mystery  or  craft  of  the 
Goldsmiths,  and  with  the  figure  of  a  Lion's  head  erased^ 
and  the  figure  of  a  woman  called  the  Britannia..

r^ating  the  Standard  of  Gold  and  Silver  Plate ;  and  that 
whereas  his  late  Majesty  King  Charles  the  Socond,  by  his 
Letters  Patent,  under  his  Great  Seal  of  England,  bearing  date 
4  January,  18  Car.  2.,  reciting,  that  the  Wardens  of  tlie  said 
Company,  in  punishing  defaults  in  the  said  trade,  had  been  at 
great  charges,  and  at  the  peril  of  their  bodies,  as  well  as  the 
loss  of  their  goods,  so  that  the  Wardens  then  late,  on  account 
of  the  menaces  and  assaults  from  the  workers,  could  not  put 
into  execution  the  authorities  given  to  them  by  former  Charters, 
and  many  firauds  had  been  committed ;  therefore  his  said  Letters 
Patent  empowered  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  of  Gold- 
smiths of  London,  and  their  successors,  to  conunit  offenders  to  pri- 
son, and  to  set  fines  upon  them,  and  to  seize  and  break  deceitful

beyond  die  Seas  to  any  of  his  Majesty's  jdaatations,  that  then 
the  Justices  of  Assise,  Oyer  and  Termiiier,  Oaol  DeUvaiy,  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  such  oflfender  shaU  be  Gonvict 
or  attaint  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  every  of  them  re^pecdvely, 
shall  cause  Judgment  to  be  entred  against  ereiy  such  oflbftder, 
that  he  be  transported  beyond  the  Seas  to  some  of  his  Majesty's 
plantations  in  the  siud  Judgment  to  be  particularly  mentiomd 
and  expressed,  there  to  remain  finr  the  space  of  seven  year»; 
and  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Judgment  the  &9i^iff  or 
Sheriffs  of  the  County  or  City  whore  audi  offender  diall  be  so 
ooQvict  or  attainted,  shall  cause  the  said  offender  to  be  safely 
conveyed  and  embarked  to  be  traaspoirted  as  afixresaki;  and  if 
any  such  offender  shall  return  into  this  Kingdom  before  the 
Expiration  of  the  said  seven  years,  he  shall  suffisr  Death  as  a 
Felon,  as  if  no  sudh  elecdon  to  be  transported  had  been  made 
by  him.  s.  4.  * 

If  any  person,  or  persons  shall,  in  the  night-tiine^  maliciously^ 
unlawfidly,  and  willingly  maim,  wound,  or  otherwise  hart  any 
Horses,  Sheep,  or  other  Cattle,  whereby  the  same  shall  not  be 
killed  or  utterly  destroyed,  every  such  offender  shall  forfeit  to 
the  party  ^ieved  treble  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  to  be 
recovered  by  action  of  trespass  or  upon  the  case.  s.  5.  See  s.  I. 
of  9  O.  1.  c.  22.  making  this  offence  a  capital  Felony,  title 
Black  Act. 

Upon  complaint  and  request  of  the  party  or  parties  injured 
in  any  such  manner,  any  three  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace 
for  the  Countjr,  Division,  CSty,  Town  Corporate,  or  Place  where 
such  offence  shall  be  committed,  whereof  one  to  be  of  the 
quorum,  shall  and  may,  and  {hey  are  thereunto  authorized  and 
required  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  mquire,  as  well  by  the  o^fas 
of  twelve  lawful  men  or  more  of  the  same  County,  as  by  exa- 
mination of  witnesses  upon  oath,  or  by  any  lawful  ways  or 
means  which  to  them  shall  seem  meet,  of  and  conoeming  any 
the  offimces  before  incurred,  and  <^enders  therein,  and  in 
order  thereunto  to  issue  out  warrants,  as  well  for  the  summon* 
ing  of  Jurors,  as  for  the  apprehending  of  all  such,  persons  as 
shall  or  may  be  thereof  suspected,  and  to  take  their  examina- 
tion touching  the  same,  as  also  to  cause  all  such  other  persdns^ 
as  to  them  shall  seem  likely  to  make  discovery  thereof,  to  appear 
before  them,  and  to  give  information  upon  oath  of  and  concern* 
ing  their  knowledge  of  the  premises,  so  as  no  person  so  to  be 
examined  by  the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  convicted 
or  in  anywise  proceeded  against  for  or  by  reason  of  any  offence 
concerning  which  he  or  the^  shall  be  so  examined  as  a  witness, 
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smd  shall  upon  such  bis  examination  make  a  true  discovery 
thereof;  and  in  case  any  person  or  persons,  who  by  the  said 
Justices  be  thought  likely  to  make  discovery  as  aforesaid,  shall 
refuse  to  appear  or  to  be  examined  as  a  witness,  being  duly 
summoned  by  the  said  Justices  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  commit  the  party 
so  refusing  to  the  common  gaol  for  the  said  Coun^,  without 
Bail  or  Mainprize,  until  he  shall  submit  to  be  examined  upon 
oath  of  and  concerning  his  knowledge  touching  the  same  o&nce, 
or  the  oflfonders  by  whom  the  same  was  committed,  s.  6. 

Hy  s.  7.  Offenders  punished  under  this  Act  shall  not  be  Limitation  or 
punished  by  any  other  Law,  and  they  shall  be  proceeded  against  P""***"°"** 
within  six  months  after  the  Offence  committed. 

By  the  Statute  9  G.  1.  c.  22.  (commonly  called  the  Black  Act^  Perfons  nuli- 
for  which  see  that  Tide),  it  is  enacted,  that  if  any  person  or  ^J^luog  Catti^ 
persons,  after  1  June  1723,  shall  unlawfully  and  maliciously  kill,  o^  forcibly  res- ^ 
maim,  or  wound  any  Catde,  or  shall  forcibly  rescue  any  person  ofTenden,  or 
beij;Lg  lawfully  in  Custody  of  any  Officer  or  other  person  for  fo'^^T^hcm^f" 
any  of  the  Offences  before  mentioned ;  or  if  any  person  or  such  acts,  de- 
persons  shall,  by  gift  or  promise  of  Money  or  other  Reward,  ^iJ^fwiSo^ 
procure  any;  of  his   Maj^t/s  subjects  to  join  him  or  them  in  ^^c'Ky* 
any  such  unlawful  act ;  every  person  so  offending,  being  thereof 
lawUdly  co;iviQt^>  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony,  and  shall 
sufler  Death  as  in  cases  of  Felony  without  Benefit  of  Clergy. 

By  s.  4,  5.  Offenders  not  surrendering  themselves  afier  Pro- 
clamation, and  persons  concealing  Offenders  after  the  time 
appointed  for  such  surrender,  are  also  ousted  of  Clergy.  See  these 
sections  under  title  Black  Act. 

By  8. 14.  Offenders  may  be  tried  in  any  County  in  England, 
and  Corruption  of  Blood  is  saved.

Tlie  Statute  28  G.  3.  c.S8.  (1)  *^  to  expkin,  amend,  and 
reduce  into  one  Act  of  Parliament,  several  Laws  now  in  being 
for  preventing  the  exportation  of  live  Sheep,  Raipi»  and  Lambs, 
from  this  Kingdom,  and  from  the  Isles  of  Jersey,  Guernsey, 
Aldemey,  Sark,  and  Man,  into  foreign  parts;"  i^ites,  that  the 


(1 )  This  act  also  prohibits  the  Exportation,  &c.  of  Wool  and  certaiu 
specified  Woollen  Articles*  which  regulations  will  be  found  under  title 
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several  Acts  of  Parliament  now  in  force  fca:  preventing  and 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  live  Sheep,  Rams,  and  Lambs, 
fn»n  and  out  of  this  Kingdom,  and  the  Isles  of  Jersey,  Guernsey, 
Aldemey,  Sark,  and  Man,  into  foreign  parts,  and  the  r^u- 
lotions  and  restrictions  made  and  specified  in  the  sifid  several

out  df  the  said  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  any  of  the  said 
Tsles,  the  said  Rams,  Sheep,  or  Lambs,  and  also  the  Ship,  Vessel, 
or  Boat,  on  board  of  which  the  same  shall  be  taken  or  received, 
shall  beoome  finfisited,  and  liable  to  be  seized  and  secured  for 
tndthepenoni  the  benefit  of  any  pei^cm  or  persons  seizing  tfae  same ;  andevery 
•MiiciiiK  tbereia  .such  peraoD  ond  pecaons  so  ofl^dlng,  hi%  her,  and  their  Aiders, 
McT i!iiiq>,^nd  Abettors,  PiociorerB,  and  Comforters,  knowmg  thereof,  and  who 
tttSer  thiee       flhallbe  diereof  convicted,  shall,  fijr  eVery  Sh^  oi  Lamb  which 
MQinenr;  Snail  be  brought,  delivered,  sent,  received,  or  taken,  with  any 

such  intent  as  aforesaid,  into  any  ship,  vessel,  or  boat,  forfeit  the 
suhi  of  thi^ee  pounds  of  lawfiil  numey  of  Great  Britain,  and  shall 
also  suffer  solitary  imprfeonment  in  the  Common  Gaol  or  House

3.  s/l.  enacts,  that  no  manner  ofper« 
son  shall  bring,  deliver*  send,  receive,  or  take,  or  procure  to  be 
bsocght,  delivered,  sent^  or  recdved,  into  any  sli'p  or  bottom,  any 
rams,  sheep,  or  lambs,  or  any  manner  of  other  kind  of  sheep,  being

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Woimds  bught  to  be  yiewed,  the  length,  breadth,  and  deepneM, 

find  with  what  we^)ons  the  wound  is  given,  and  in  what  part  of 

the  body  the  wound  or  hurt  is,  and  how  many  be  culpable^ 

and  if  there  are  many  wounds,  who  gave  each  particular  wound ;  ' 

all  which  things  must  be  inroUed  in  the  RoH  of  the  Coroners. 

Moreover,  if  one  or  more  be  appealed,  the  party  appealing  of 

die  &ct  shall  be  taken,  and  the  party  appealed  of  the  force 

shall  be  attached  also,  and  surely  kept  in  ward,  until  the  parties 

appealed  of  the   fisu^t  be  attainted   or  delivered.     Concerning 

horses,  boats,  carts,  mills,  &c.  whereby  any  are  slain,  that  pro^ 

perly  are  called  Deodandsj  they  shall  be  valued  and  delivered 

unto  the  towns  as  before  is  said.

The  King  remembering  how  Murders  and  Slaying  of  his  sub- 
jects daily  do  increase  in  this  Land,  the  occasions  whereof  be 
divers,  one  that  men  in  towns  where  such  murders  hap  to  fall 
and  be  done  will  not  attach  the  murderer,  where  the  Law  of  the 
Land  is^  that  if  any  man  be  slain  in  the  day,  and  the  Felon  Hot 
taken,  the  township  where  the  death  or  murder  is  done  shall  be 
amerced ;  and  if  any  man  be  wounded  in  peril  of  death,  the 
party  that  so  wounded  should  be  arrested,  and  put  in  surety,  till 
jierfect  knowledge  be  had  whether  he  so  hurt  should  live  or  die  ; 
and  the  Coroner,  upon  view  of  the  body  dead,  should  inquire 
of  him  or  them  that  had  done  the  death  or  murder  of  their 
abettors  and  consenters,  and  who  were  present  when  the  death 
or  murder  was  done,  whether  man  or  Woman,  and  the  names  of 
them  that  were  present  and  so  found  to  inrol  and  eeitify;  which

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expressed  in  the  Warrant  of  Commitment^  that  such  person 
shall  not  be  removed  or  bailed  by  virtae  of  this  Act,  or  in  any 
other  manner  than  they  might  haye  been  before  the  making  of 
this  Act.  s.

The  Statute  43  G.  3.  c.  140.  <*  to  enable  the  Judges  of  hiir 
Majesty's  Courts  of  Record  at  Westminster  to  award  Writs  of 
Habeas  Corpus  for  bringing  persons  detained  in  Gaol  before 
Courts  Martial)  and  the  several  Commissioners  therein  men- 
tioned/' recites^  that  <<  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus  have  been  fire* 
fjuently  awarded  by  the  Judges  of  his  Majesty's  Courts  of  Record 
at  Westminster,  for  bringing  Persons  detained  in  custody  under 
ciyil  or  criminal  process  before  Magistrates  or  Courts  of  Record, 
as  well  for  trial  as  for  examination  touching  matters  depending 
before  such  Magbtrates  or  Courts   respectively;   but  doubts 
have  arisen  whether  such  Judges  have  power  to  award  Writs  of 
Habeas  Corpus   for  bringing  persons  detained  as  aforesaid 
before  Courts  Martial,  Commissioners  of  Bankrupt,  Commis- 
sioners for  Auditing  the  Public  Accounts,  or  other  Conums- 
sioners  acting  under  Commission  or  Warrant  from  his  Mqesty ; 
and  that  it  is  expedient  to  make  provinon  for  bringiog  Pri- 
soners before  such  Courts  Martial  or  Commissioners  for  the 
purposes  herein-before  mentioned ;"  and  then  enacts,  that  from 
and  after  the  passbg  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
Judge  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  of  King's  Bench  or  Common 
Pleas  respectively,  or  for  any  Baron  of  his  Majesty's  Court  of

authoriQr  of  any  commission  or  warrant  from  his  Majesty,  his 
heirs  or  successors,  for  trial,  or  to  be  examined  touching  any 
matter  depending  before  such  Courts  Martial  or  Commissioners 
respectively ;  and  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  upon  such 
Writ  or  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus  so  to  be  awarded  as  afore* 
said,  as  by  law  may  now  be  had  upon  Writs  of  Habeas  Coipns 
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fbr  bringing  perscms  detained  in  Gaol  before  Magistrates  or 
Courts  of  Record  fbr  sucli  purposes  as  aforesaid ;  any  Law, 
custom,  or  usage  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwith* 
standing. 

The  Statute  56  G.  3.  c.  100.  intituled  <<  An  Act  for  more 
effectually  securing    the  Liberty  of  the  Subject,"  recites  that 
^^  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  hath  been  found  by  experience 
to  be  an  expeditious  and  effectual  method  of  restoring  any  person 
to  his  Liberty,  who  hath  been  unjustly  deprived  thereof;"  and 
that  the  ^*  extending  the  Remedy  of  such  Writ,  and  enforcing 
Obedience  thereunto,  and  preventing  delays  in  the  Execution 
thereof,  will  be  advantageous  to  the  Public ;"  and  further  reciting 
that  the  Provisions  of  the  English  Act  SI  C.  2.  c.  2.  and  of  the 
Irish  Act  21  and  22  G.  S.  only  extend  to  cases  of  Commitment 
or  Detainer  for  criminal  or  8iq>po6ed  criminal  matter ;  and  then 
enacts,  that  where  any  person  shall  be  confined  or  restrained  judjex  mir

And  if  any  Person  be  slain  or  murdered  in  the  day,  and  the 
Murderer  scape  untaken,  that  the  Township  where  the  said 
deed  is  so  done  be  amerced  for  the  said  Escape ;  and  that  the 
Coroner  have  authority  to  enquire  thereof,  upon  the  view  of 
the  Body  dead ;  and  also  Justices  of  Peace  have  power  to  enquire 
of  such  Escapes,  and  that  to  certify  afore  the  King  in  his  Bench ; 
and  that  after  the  Felony  found,  the  Coroner  deliver  their  In- 
quisitions  afore  the  Justices  of  the  next  Gaol  Delivery  in  the 
Shire  where  the  Inquisition  is  taken,  the  same  Justices  to  proceed 
against  such  Murderers,  if  they  be  in  the  Gaol  or  else  the  same 
Justices  to  put  the  same  Inquisitions  afore  the  King  in  his 
Bench.

3*  And 
every  such  Offender  above  expressed  shall  answer  upon  their 
arraignments,  and  receive  such  Trial,  Judgment,  Order,  and 
Execution,  and  suffer  such  Forfeitures,  Pains,  and  Penalties,  as 
is  used  in  other  cases  of  Felony,  s.

Ezpences,  to  be  examined  b^bre  the  Kfaig^t  Higfansss  Coonetl 
upon  their  Offences,  to  die  intent  that  Con? iction  or  Oeolaai^ 
tionof  such  Persons  should  speedily  ensue^  atlhemcrittcf  thmr 
CBtet  should  require ;  and  albeit  that  after  great  travel  tdoan  in 
the  Examinations  of  such  persons,  it  appear  to  the  taid  ConocQ 
by  confession,  witness,  or  vehement  suspect,  that  such  penont 
be  rather  guilty  of  such  Ofiences  whereof  they  be  so  eiCBBuned 
than  otherwise;  yet  nevertheless  such  Offenders  ^  examined,  by 
die  course  of  the  Common  Law  of  thit  Realm,  must  be  indicted

Person  of  any  other,  privily  without  his  knowledge,  in  any 
place  whatsoever,  and  thereupon  found  guilty  by  Verdict  dt 
Twelve  Men,  or  should  confess  die  same  upon  his  or  their 
Arraignment,  or  would  not  answer  directly  to  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  Laws  of  this  Realm,  or  should  stand  wilfully  or  of 
malice  or  obstinately  mute,  or  challenge  peremptorily  above 
the  number  of  Twenty,  or  should  be  upon  such  Indictment  or 
Appeal  outlawed,  should  from  thenceforth  be  admitted  to  have 
the  Benefit  of  his  or  their  Clergy,  but  utterly  be  excluded 
thereof  and  should  suffer  Death  in  such  manner  and  form  as

By  the  Statute  5  G.  8.  c.  25.  s.  18.  it  is  enacted,  that  if  any  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  shall  rob  any  of  his  Majesty's  Mails  of  any 
Letter  or  Letters,  Packet  or  Packets,  Bag  or  Mail  of  Letters,  al- 
though such  Robbery  shall  not  appear  or  be  proved  to  be  a  tak- 
ing from  the  Person  or  upon  the  King's  Highway,  or  to  be  a 
Robbery  committed  in  any  Dwelling  House  or  any  Coach- 
house, Stable,  Bam,  or  any  Outhouse  belcwging  to  a  Dwdling 
House,  and  although  it  should  not  iqppear  that  any  person  or 
persons  were  put  in  Fear  by  such  Robbery,  yet  such  Ofiender 
or  Ofienders  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  nevertheless  respect- 
ively be  deemed  guil^  of  Felony,  and  shall  su£Per  Death  as  a  Felon. 
And  the  Statute  7  G.  8.  c.  50.  s.  2.  enacts,  that  if  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever  shall  rob  any  Mail  or  Mails  in  whi<^h  Letters 
are  sent  or  conveyed  by  the  Post  of  any  Letter  or  Letters,  Packet 
or  Packets,  Bag  or  Mail  of  Letters ;  or  shall  steal  and  take  from  and 
out  of  any  such  Mail  or  Mails^  orfromoroutof  any  Bagor  Bags 
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of  Letters  sent  or  convejed  by  the  Post^  or  firom  or  out  of  any 
Post  Office,  or  House  or  Place  for  the  Receipt  or  Delivery  of 
I«etters  or  Packets,  sent  or  to  be  sent  by  the  Post,  any  Letter 
or  Letters,  Packet  or  Packets,  although  such  robbery,  stealing, 
or  taking  shall  not  appear  or  be  proved  to  be  a  taking  from 
the  Person,  or  upon  the  King's  Highway,  or  to  be  a  Robbery 
committed  in  any  Dwelling  House,  or  any  Coach  House,  Stable, 
Bam,  or  any  Outhouse  belonging  to  a  Dwelling  House,  and 
although  it  should  not  appear  that  any  person  or  persons  were 
put  in  Fear  by  such  robbery,  stealing,  or  taking,  yet  such 
Offender  or  Offenders,  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  nevertheless 
respectively  be  deemed  guilty  of  Felony,  and  shall  suffer  Death 
as  a  Felon  without  Benefit  of  Clergy.

tion, of  one  or  more  credible  witness  or  witnesses,  to  the  Satia- 
fiicdon  of  f  uch  Justices,  that  such  perscm  or  persons  hath  cr 
have  purloined  or  embezzled,  or  hath  or  have  received  any 
«iich  Materials  as  aforesaid,  knowing  die  same  to  have  been 
purloined  or  embezdied,  or  received  from  some  person  or  per- 
sons not  aitided  to  dispose  thereof,  it  shall  and.  may  be  lawful 
£Nr  such  Jusdces,  or  for  the  Justices  at  their  General  or  General 
-Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  and  they  ate  hereby  respectively 
audiorized  and  empowered  (if  th^  shall  think  fit)  to  convict 
auch  person  or  persons  of  having  purloined  or  ^bezzled,  or  of 
having  received  such  Materials  as  aforesaid,  knowing  the  same 
to  have  been  purloined  or  embezzled,  or  received  firom  some  per- 
son or  persons  not  entitled  to  dispose  thereof,  although  no 
proof  shall  be  given  to  whom  such  Materials  belong ;  and  the 
person  or  persons  so  convicted  shall,  for  every  such  oflfence,  be 
•nigect  to  sudi  and  the  like  penalties  and  punishments,  at  the 
discretion  of  such  Justices  respeottvdy,  as  persons  convicted  of 
buying  or  receiving  any  such  Materials  as  aforesaid,  knowing  the 
Mune  to  have  beai  purloined  or  embezzled,  are  by  this  Act 
mibject  and  liable  to.

which  the  CMPence  is  committed ;  and  there  is  still  greater 
Dffieulty  in  proving  whose  Property  such  Materials  are;  and 
it  would  tend  to  the  discouragemoit  and  suppceision  of  sndl 
Oflfences  if  the  Discovery  and  Conviction  of  such  Ofienders
